M R . E D I T O R : — W e got back to Den- 
ver from Silver Plume after dark. 
The 
people and Kni.uhis of Denvet had gone 
to a good bit of trouble to have a grand 
display of decorations by 
electricity 
and otherwise,^and it was a grand and 
perfect success. 
Electric 
decorations 
lay all others in the shade. 
I will not 
attempt to describe it unless you 
ask 
me. 
Next day was the grandest par- 
ade I ever saw; it took several hours to 
pass a given point. 
We all fell tired 
and were ready to leave the town, but 
there was such a mob of people that it 
was almost 
impcs-ii^e to get on the 
tram, so we waited iiniit next mnrning. 
We got down to the depot early, but it 
jr-st seemed to me that everybody want- 
ed lo leave at one time. 
We got into 
the mob. 
Caphman '.ad two ^'rips and 
I had one. 
When the crowd began to 
move we bad to go. 
I was ahcati but 
iKiore we got lo the gate I got tvHied 
around several times, and

l-ehind them. We were fromu to Color- 
ado Springs, f)Ut when I got 
tlin-ngh 
the gate I could not finíl them. (I for 
g(U lo tell Cashman to take off his hat 
so I ciMild see him.) 


There were at least twenty 
uacks 
and trains going in every direction. If 
you would ask on 
winch 
track 
vour 
train was one would lell yon here and 
another there, an(] wben I found 
the 
right 
track ii w.qs 'he wrong 
train. 
Cashman 
and 
his wife got 
on and 1 
was (»1)1.ge lo v;ait fn-.n 8:30 a. m. un- 
lil 3:45 
nu 
But I knew we would 
meet Tn Canon City, if I could not find 
them in Colorado Springs; l)ut when I 
•got there old <Ca5j^<\vas«lo^>kmg for me 
and- had a room for ys. 


We took the electric cai after supper 
and went out 
to Maniton. 
On our 
way out we passed through 
Colorado 
City, the 
first 
capital 
of the 
State. 
When we got to Manitou we drank of 
each of the Springs of soda, sulphurand 
iron. 
They all are noted for their cer 
lain curative qualities. 
A large 
bot- 
tling establishment is located here and 
thousands oí gallons 


are 
bottled 
and 
sent all over the country. 
We went 
back 
to Colorado Springs and 
next 
morning we all went out expecting to 
take the coii-wheel railroad and go up 
on Pike's Peak, but it was 
impossible 
to get a ticket, 


as all the trains 
were 
chartered and 
&ome people stood in 
line from 3 o'clock ni 
the morning 
wailing 
to get 
tickets. 
There 
were 
never more sf)ld than what could get 
on a tram. 
Each train had one car, 
and each car held 50 passengers. 


We then went through the Garden 
of the Gods, looking at 
the different 
formation of 
rocks. 
The 
principal 
thing there is the 
Balanced 
Rock. 
There is plenty to see if some one tells 
you what it i?. 
You look at it awhile 
and you imagine you see it. 
We then 
walked 
a 
mile 
up 
the 
track 
toward 
the 
Peak. 
There 
were 
hundreds going up and down day and 
night; 
some got there while 
others 
turned back. 


We took the train for Canon 
City 
and arrived there Thursday night about 
one o'clock and were met at the depot 
by Mr. Allen Jameson. 
We 
walked 
several squares to his house and were 
Eoon ready 10 retire. 
Friday we look 
in the town and surroundings; Satur- 
day we went through t i e penlieniiary 
of the State ol Colorado, located at this 
place. 
There are several towers un the 
walls and in each one a guard is sia^ 
tioned with a nile to watch the prison- 
ers who are at work outside the walls, 
—some are in the fields, others are in 
the quarries, some are burning 
lime 
and 
doing 
different 
other 
kinds of 
work. 
All criminals sentenced 
for 
murder in any pari of the Siaie are ex 
ecuied here. 
Tl ere are 625 convicts 
there now and only two on 
the 
sick 
list. 
Several murtJerers are there, une 
will be hung th's week. 
We were not 
allowed 10 see him. 
Dr. Craver, who 
has been 
Jound guilty of murder, is 
there. 
We saw him. 
He was not in 
a cell, but uas coniinuaily vsalking up 
and down ihe corridor. 
They iiianu 
lacture almost 
anything 
they 
need. 
There are about 75 guards and ofhcei,«, 
Mr. Jameson suijcrmieiios all li.c luct- 
t 
iiitry nnd e k c i n c li^l.is-. 


It is almost inipossible for a convict 
to escape. 
If they go nut to a field or 
anywhere else a guard is with them with 
their rifle or on a horse sometimes and 
is also looked after by these on the low- 
ers. 
There are also about a 
dozen 
small 
towers built up along the hills, 
some of them I would suppose a thous- 
and feet high. 
Just belqw the entrance 
to the pen are two springs one of soda 
and the other iron. 
These are visited 
by hundreds every day and all take a 
drink from each spring. 
You 
must 
drink it often lo learn to like it. There 
are also hot springs just acra^s the riv- 
er, but they are not used much. 


Canon City is a beautiful town 
on 
the banks of the Arkansas 
River. 
It 
is a very healthy place. 
They all talk 
Oi people living long out in that coun- 
try, but I notice that all the towns take 
good care to have a cemeterv, 
and 
some (jf them are pretty well 
filled. 
The land isgood if irri^iaied. 
IMiehay 
they make 1» called ''alfalfa" and they 
raise three crops in a season;^ 
It grows 
thicker than 
nur clover, nrid 
1 rip::s 
fiom $10 to 
per ton. 
yXpplesand 
gra])es are the principle fruit. 
J.asi 
year one man had 1600 barrels of ap 
pies that brought from $4 to ?5 dollars 
per barrel; and they raise !m;.dreds i>f 
l)U5hels of grapes, but ihis year all is a 
failure. 


The irrigating was the queerest thing 
to us. 
The waier is runnmg in ev^^-y 
gutter on each side of the street, and at 
every house there is a long hnx in the 
gutter. 
I called them "rabbit traps." 
When 
ihey want the water 
in 
their 
) ard 
or 
field 
they 
\mi 
in 
the 
board, which dams up the water, and 
just above the box they have a trough 
under the pavement through which the 
water runs and floods the whole yard. 
They even get it way up on the hill the 
same way. 


We took several nice drives all through 
the town 
and in 
the country. 
The 
streets are very wide and as level as a 
board. 
On 
Sunday there was an ex- 
cursion up through the Grand Canyon 
or Royal Gorge. 
It is just a mile from 
the town that you enier 
the 
canyon 
which is just wide enough for the rail- 
road and river. 
The can}'on 
is from 


5 0 0 to 2 0 0 0 feet high. 
Just at "the 
highest place the train stops and all get 
out to look up. 
Here the canyon is so 
narrov/ ihat the bridge is hung on the 
rocks. 
The river, bridge and train all 
run in one direction. 
This was the 
grandest scenery I ever saw. 
After you 
get in the canyon you are entirely shut 
up. 
If one of these boulders should 
give way—good bye, John. 
We return ' 
home and all are satisfied except my- 
sell. 
My only and last desire is to ^o 
up Pike's Peak yet. 
We bid all good 
bye and 
leave on the midnight 
train 
Sunday 
night 
for Colorado 
Springs 
a^'ain, bound to gel up on P.ke's Peak 
or bust, (ihese are the sayings m some 
of the old time Stage coaches which v/e 
saw), 
I almost forgot to say that Crip- 
ple Creek is only about 50 miles from 
Canon City and can only be reached 
by stage coach. 
It is a new mining 
town, growing fast, and very rich in 
minerals. 


We ieach Colorado Springs about 9 
o'clock, and as Mrs. Cashman not very 
anxitius to go uj), we leave her in the 
depot and lell her: «»Ni»w don't you go 
away until we get back," which was to 
be jiOt later than 7 o'clock according 
to schedule lime. 
We got lo the foot 
of Pike's Peak where the 
train 
starts 
from, but the forenoon trains 
had all 
left and enough people ihere to fill 50 
cars. Some were in line from midnight 
and no chance yet and only 50 tickets 
to be sold that day. 
The ticket office 
was down stairs and the line formed up 
the Steps, and every one was allowed to 
buy two tickets. 
So I put Cashman up 
stairs. 
It was then aboiit ten o'clock. 
1 went down below to waich 
every 
movement, 
I would go up sometimes 
and relieve him, as it was very tiresome 
to stand so long. 
Cashman whispered 
several times, i»Och, it is no use;" I 
whispered 
back not to give anybody 
any encouragement. 
The trams were 
all late and all down, but no 
tickets 
yei and no signs of any. 


Kirbt and second car le!t; third and 
fourth ready. 
By ilus time luls broiie 
raolcs and left, and this put us up a 
pr^.

tickets to go up on the moonlight ex- 
cursion," as thev called it, but as the 
moon was a little late in getting 
up 
that night they could not see much. 
I 
then ran up stairs and told 
Cashman 
to let me in line, then they bej^an to 
sell and down we went, and at last we 
were relieved when we got the two tick- 
ets, only one man behind 
us getting 
another ticket. 
But I felt like the fel- 
low who only had four or five majority 
—when told so he said one would hnve 
been enough. 


Well, up we start. 
The dibtanrc 
about S miles by rail, and we must go 
up 8 0 0 0 feet to get there, which is an 
average of 1000 feet to the mile, but in 
some places the grade 
25 per 
rent. 
Just think of it, 25 f'^et up in a 
hi:n- 
dred ! 
It looks very nice when 
you 
start but it goes so slow you can step 
off anywhere. 
We stopped righ» o f t m , 
'which gives a fellow a little relief, nnd 
then everybody is jolly if he don't 
that way. 
As we 
go 
highei 
and higher it looks more danj- 
We (^n see the car ahead of us 
on the ruiiged edge. 
It just loo- 
it was hanging there, and we w 
were past 
that 
place, 
By ai 
we get past that place only to 
worse place. 
Soon \ye pass th 
car coming back and the secor 
Tt the top, and the other car (-niy .1 
s'lort distance ahead of us. 


We are now beyond the timber line 
—nothing fiiows unless rocks, an 1 it 
looks very much that way, but wt 
.le 
still over 2 0 0 0 feet from the top. 
We 
have passed the michty peaks ai.d » in 
see over their heads as far as 75 m ies-, 
and the country looks like the m ^ntv 
ocean. 
Now w^ can see some snow 
banks; it is getting cooler, and th»' air 
must be fzeiting lighter as we breathe 
faster. 
All along the way we set* the 
weary pilgrim on his way up or .1 >wn. 
Just near the lop we see a man, wom.in 
and little boy resting; the bey is laying 
with his head on his mother's lap, and 
looks as if he was almost dead. 
We 
reach the very top at last and all ¡.-et 
off. 
I looked at the thermometer—it 
was 48 in the sum, 
I looked aiotmd, 
but could find no shade. 
We i »uld 
now see over all, but to the west we 
could 
still see the long range of the 
Rocky and other mountains reaching 
out toward 
the Pacific. 
Everybody 
seems anxious to get on the train. 
I 
take another look and come to the con- 
clusion 
that these 
mountains 
called 
'«Rocky" 
have 
the right name. 
It 
makes a person feel as if he was out ot 
sight. 


All on board and down we g<\ but 
now it looks it looks ten times w.^rse. 
You get two kinds of feelings at once— 
fear and courage; sometimes one has 
the better of you and then the oilier. 
Cashman tried to sleep. 
It begiiis to 
get dark. 
We pass by some few dwell- 
ings or cabins built by the way. 
We 
see the lights for a moment, and we 
begin to feel as if we once more saw 
the light of day. 
But on we go, nil at 
last we reach the bottom. 
It is alifr 8 
o'clock and we feel worried about Mrs. 
Cashman, who is still waiting at 
the 
depot. 
The train that was to take us 
has come and gone, and a man killed 
in front of 
the depot makes it btill 
worse, but she soon learns the name. 
She is told and consoled by half d '^en 
ladies and gentlemen that we would 
soon be there—and we lost no time in 
getting there; and all who were incre 
felt as glad as she did. 


Now we are all satisfied and re.fly 
to go home, but we must wait 
uuul 
morning. 
We go and get supper, and 
and then hunt around about an 
K iur 
before we find a place to rest ourwt .iiy 
bones. 
On Tuesday morning we -^'^rt 
for home leelmg that this trip has bccu 
the best of our lives. 


I have written these few lines on 
my 
way home.

attractions to offer which may not be 
enjoyed to equal advantage in her Hun- 
garian rival. 


A very brotiierly and commendable 
custom, the New York Post remarks, is 
that of the San Francisco carpenters, who 
build homes for one another without 
charging the owner for their labor.

The Flaffstatl road terminates at one 
of the most interesting points on tho 
Grand canyon. 
Tho immediate vicinity 
of the canyon is locally referred to as 
^*thc rim." The Flagstaff road ends at 
Ranee's cabin, perhaps 100 yards from 
the edtre of the cliff. 
But what is re- 
markable about it is that thero are no 
signs of the astonishing wonder as you 
approach. 
The country stretches away 
in an expanse that is practically level, 
covered with smallish pine and cedars, 
and in no respect docs it change as you 
approach the canyon. 
Within a mile of 
the terminus tho road makes a i^radual 
descent, and when within 100 yards of 
the prccipice it rises sharply airain, and 
then the grand canyon in all its tremend- 
ous grandeur comes suddenly in sii'ht, 
almost as a stereopticon view Is Hashed 
upon a gcrcen, 
I'he effect is something 
totally indescribable. 
You are not pre- 
pared for such an amazing sight. 
The 
country you have traversed 
has 
not 
changed its characteristics in the least 
until you come almost like a ilash upon 
the brink of this awful cavity that breaks 
sheer away a mile and a quarter deep 
and is eighteen miles wide. Away in the 
blue distance the north bank resumes the 
characteristics of that 
ou which you 
staud, and stretches away again in a vast 
level expanse, covered with large trees 
that at a .distance look like grass or 


traversed by all who an* willing lo en- 
dure tho faticrue, and even burros packed 
with loads of 200 pounds each are taken 
down. 
But the la'it mile and a half is 
precipitous, and for some of tho distance 
rope ladders are necessary to overcome 
perpendicular cliffs. 
Tho trip down to 
the river and back cannot bo made readily 
in one day, and parties who undertake it 
usually camp in the canyon over night« 
Many ^vomen make the trip. 
Very often 
they discard their skirts and attire theni- 
selvcs in a bloomer style of trousers, tho 
better to clamber about the rocks ivod 
abrupt trails.

considered greater tiiau they re illy are. 
A.t any rate, the number of people who 
visited the canyon last j'car from Flag- 
staff is registered as 168, which includes 
'1 party of scientists nu-nbering forty, 
iind which is nearly double that of any 
previous year. 


From the time Powell first publishei 
accounts of his trip clown throui^h the 
canyon until the Atlantic and Paciiic 
liailroad was completed, some ten years 
ago, it is safe to say that noi 100 white 
men ever saw the Grand canyon. 
Tjic 
number is ¡gradually increasing now, 
however, and with the establishment of 
a stage line and hotel accommodations 
en route and at the point of destination, 
it may be expected that, the Grand c*iu- 
yon will very soon become as much a 
Mecca to the tounsi; as the 
Yosemite 
now is. 


The road from Flagstaff is a very ex- 
cellent one, being practically level. The 
scenery is varied, and the ride one that 
is in every way enjoyable. 
For the first 
twenty 
and 
last iiiteea miles it 
lies 
through the remarkable pine lorests to 
be found only in Arizona. 
The trees 
grow straight and trim*, and thero is a 
total absence of underbrasii, as though 
it had all been carefully cleared away, 
Tiie altitude of Flagstaff is 7000 feet, 
and that at the canyon is perhaps a 
thousand feet more, so that the clim^ite 
is cool and delightful even in 
mid- 
summer. 


There are many interesting features of 
scenery en route. 
There are the San 
Francifeco jUountains, perpetually covereJ 
with snow, which are always in sight. 
There is also Sunset Mountain, whose 
fcummit always looks as though the sun 


small shrubs. 


The most interesting section of the 
canyon is that portion of it right along 
here, stretching either way five or six 
miles. 
It is, of course, understood that 
the canyon is not a clean and unob- 
structed cavity. 
There arc mountains 
and mesas down in its depths. 
There 
are tremendous cliffs, sloping walls and 
then a;^ain cliffs. 
Buttes and 
pillars 
are scattered all around, some of them 
worn in fantastic shapes by the waters 
that have flowed down for ages 
upon 
ages. 
The wonderful labyrintli of these 
fonns enchains the attention for hours at 
a time, as the sun is continually shifting 
the shadows, bringing out new shapes 
and colorings and obliterating others that 
at; first seemed very be.iutlful. The strata 
arc everywhere distinct, and in ininy of 
the pyramidal and battlementcd forms 
in which the formations have been worn 
they arc cut as sharply as tho modern 
new buildiQirs in which several materials 
enter, and are not unlike them in many 
respects. 
Away down, plowing through 
a bed of granite, flows the turbid Colo- 
rado. 
Glimpses of it are seen at inter- 
vals as it cmtjrgeJ from behind 
particu- 
larly abrupt cliffs. 
It looks to be twenty 
Jeet wide, but is 30 J, and in many places 
a sixth !is deep. 


The best view of the canyon to obtain 
an idea of its vastness and its beauties of 
shapes and colorings is ootained from 
•^theriui,'* 
You may traverse it by easy 
walking or a horse can ba ridden up to 
the brink at almost any point, 
llie wall 
is indented and tho various points 
that 
jut out afford opportunity for 
varied 
views in all directions. 
Öome of 
these 
points are overhanoing rocks from which 
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FLAGSTAFP, Ar»n:0XA.

was born in Hope Townshi]), Himceidou 
County, K. J., in 1S12. 
His lather was 
a coach and w^acjon builder, and he was 
brought up to the samo trade. 
His early 
life presents nn features of special iater- 
cst, and he had arrived acman^s estate — 
being just twenty-one—when he begaii 
to turn his eyes westward. Others of his 
neighbors were of the same mind,a partly

May Ist, ISii, 
The way was tc lious, 
but not particularly exciting, and after 
wintering in Oregon, Marsiiall aad his 
fnends entered California, via Shasta, in 
June, 1845, coming down the 
Sacra- 
mento valley. 
Here the party separated, 
Marshall going to Sutter's Fort. 
For 
several months he pursued the even 
tenor of the dull life at the fort,stocking 
plows, making sj)inning wncels,mending 
wagons and doing such general carpenter 
work iis was required. 


In August, 1^17, Sutter started a mill 
at Coloma, on the American river, plac- 
ing Marshall in charge of it, and it was. 
throufjh the action of the ^sater which 
was used as the power of the mill thai 
gold was jirst disovered in, California. 
I Among the debris which accu nulated 
first beyDnd the mill wheel Marshall saw 
on that memorable day ot January 
1S48, what he supposed to be pebbles of 
unusual color and of great weight. 
Ho 
took them to Sutter, who after a careful 
examination and test of them with nitric 
acid, told him they were gold nuggets. 
This was the manner in which gold was 
discovered in California. 


The news spread like wildfire. 
The 
residents of California started in quest of 
the precious motîil and the great gold 
fever began wnich revolutionized the 
Pacific coast. 
But what was other men's 
fortune was the discoverer's ruin. 
Mar- 
shall engaged in minin^^ with varying 
fortunes in various sections, but finally 
drifted back to the scene of his dis- 
covery, and died there in extrem-j pov- 
erty a few years since.—Sen Francisco 
Chronicle.

and is eighteen miles wide. Away in the 
blue distance the north bank resumes the

that at a .distance look like gnws or 


rope ladders are necessary to overcome 
perpendicular cliffs. 
The trip down to 
the river and back cannot bo made readily 
in one day, and parties who undertake it 
usually camp in the canyon over night.

The recognition of Budapest as a capi- 
tal and place of royal resiJeoco by the 
Austrian Emperor deprives Vienna of the 
honor of being the sole capital of the 
dual monarchy, but really is little more 
than a formal ackuowlewiijmsnt of a con- 
dition that has existed for a good many 
years. 
The Emperor has always passed 
several months annually ia 
Budapest, 
which, being the seat of government, 
•was to all intents and purposes the capi- 
tal of the sister kingdom. 
Tho Hungar- 
ians have been very anxious to sectu'e for 
it all the possible advantages of a capital, 
and in certam respects have outstripped 
Vienna. 
The streets of Budapest are 
more lively and the hotels ami shops arc 
quite as good as those oi Vieana, 
In 
another respect Budapest is superior to 
Vienna. 
The Austrian capital is paved 
with 
tho primitive nine-mch 
granite 
blocks, which are not particularly agree- 
able to drive over. 
Socially there is lit- 
tle to choose between tho two 
cities. 
Vienna has long been groauing l>cneata 
a costly, corrupt, and incinable 
muni- 
cipal government, and 
hd5 now few 
attractions to oiler whicii may not be 
enjoyed to equal advantage in her Hun- 
garian rival.

THE GRAND CANYON OF TÍTR COT.OnAOO, 


A very brotnerly and coiauiendable 
custom, the New York Post remarks, ia 
that of the San Francisco carpenters, wiio 
build homes for one another without 
charging the owner for their labor. 
All 
he need -supply is the land and lumber, 
and if he takes a day or two oil the house 
will be completed when he i-eturns. 
A 
local paper tells a story of how such a 
dwelhng was put up in one day. 
At 
sunrise thirteen membei*s of a carpenters' 
union appeared on the ground, bringing 
their tools, and before dark they had 
raised a structure whose exterior at least 
was finished. It was not a C^ueen Anno 
villa of course, nor was there much taste 
of any kind displayed in the design, but 
it ailorded a comfortable home to tho 
mechanic and his family, aud the burden 
of rent paying was no longer to haunt 
him. 
'*That is tho seventh liouse built 
this way for members 
of carpenters' 
unions here/' said one of the workers 
when they were packing up their tools, 
^^ilj house you see over there on that 
bill was the first one. 
Tho boya put it 
up for me about a year ago. 
When I 
bought my materia! 1 had only §40 left, 
and if I had had to pay for getting it 
built where would 1 have been?

From the time Powell first publishel 
accounts of his trip aowu throu:rh the 
canyon until the Atlantic and Paciiic 
Railroad was completed, some ten years 
ago, it is safe to say that noi 100 white 
men ever saw the Grand canyon, 
Tne 
number is qradiially increasinu; now, 
however, and with the establishment of 
a stage line and hotel accommodations 
un route and at the point of destination, 
it may be expected that, the Grand c*tn- 
yon will very soon become as much a 
Mecca to the tourist as the 
Yosemite 
now is. 


The road from Flagstaff is a very ex- 
cullcuL one, bemg practically level. The 
scenery is varied, aud the ride one that 
is in every way enjoyable. 
For the first 
twenty and 
last ¿iteen miles it 
lies 
through the remarkable pine lorests 
to 
be found only in Arizona. 
The trees 
grow straight and trinr, and there is a 
total absence of underbrush, as though 
it had alt bcjen ciirefnlly cleared away. 
The altitude of Flagstall is 7000 fciit, 
aud that at the canyon is perhaps a 
thousand feet more, so that the climnte 
is cool and delightful even in 
mid- 
summer. 


There are many interesting features of 
scenery en route. 
There are the San 
Franci&eo i>iountams, perpetually covered 
with snow, which are alwixys insight. 
There is also ¡Sunset Mountain, whose 


small shrubs. 


The most interesting section of the 
canyon is that portion of it right along 
here, stretching either way five or six 
miles. 
It is, of course, understood that 
the canyon is not a clean and unob- 
structed cavity. 
There are mountains 
and mesas down in its depths. 
There 
are tremendous cliils, sloping walls and 
then ai^ain cliifs, 
Buttes and 
pillars 
are scattered all around, some of them 
worn in fantastic shapes by the waters 
that have flowed down for ages 
upon 
aj^es. 
The wonderfnl labyrinth of these 
forms enchains the attention for hours at 
a time, as the sun is continually shifting 
the shadows, bringing out new shapes 
and coiorin^s and obliterating others that 
ixt first seemed very beautiful. The strata 
are everywhere distinct, and in m^ny of 
the pyramidal aud battlementcd forms 
in which the form-^tions have been worn 
they arc cut as sharply as the modern 
new buildia:rs in whici several materials 
enter, andaré not unlike them in many 


world ablaze with excitement. 
Marshall 
was born in Hope Township, Hunceidon 
County, N. J., in 1S12. 
His lather was 
a coach and waijon builder, and he w;i3 
brought up to the same trade. 
His early 
life presents no features of special inter- 
est, and he had arrived at man^s estate— 
being just twenty-one—when ho bogau 
to turn his eyes wostward. Others of his 
neighbors were of the same mind,a partly 
was formed, aud the 
start 
was 
maie 
May 1st-, 18 ii. 
The Wiiy was telious, 
but not particularly exciting, and after 
winterini; in Oregon, iMarsiiaU aa'l hia 
fnends entered California, vh; Shasta, in 
June, 1845, coming down 
the 
Sacra- 
mento valley. 
Here the party separated, 
Marshall going to Sutter's Fort, 
For 
several months he pursued the even 
tenor of the dull life at the fort,stocking 
plows, making spinning wneels,mending 
wagons aud doing such general carpenter 
work lis was required. 


In August, lt;17, Sutter started a mill 
at Coloma, on the American river, plac- 
ing Marshall in charité of it, and it was. 
through the action of tho water which 
was used as the power of the mill tha- 
' gold was ilrat disovered in. California, 
I Amonc: the debris which accuuulated 
iirst beyDnd the mill wheel Marshall saw 
on that memorable day ot January 
1S4S, what he supposed to be pebbles of 
unusual color and of great weight. 
Ho 
took them to Sutter, who after a careful 
examination and test of them with nitric 
acid, told him they were gold nuggets. 
This was the manner in which gold was 
discovered in California. 


The news spread like wildfire. 
The 
residents of California started in quest of 
the precious metal and the great gold 
fever began wnich 
revolutionized the 
Paciiic coast. 
But what was other men's 
fortune was the discoverer's ruin. 
Mar- 
shall engaged in minin,' with varying 
fortunes in various sections, but finally 
drifted back 'to the scene of hii dis- 
covery, aud died there in evtrem-j pov- 
erty a few years since.—Sen Francisca 
Chronicle.

Hicks's Sepiembtr Weather. 
The following predictions of Sep- 
tember weather are made in word and 
w o r k s : — ' ' T h e regular periodic swing 
of temperature calls for cooler weath- 
er at the opening of September. 
A 
combination of causes will, however, 
be in full force at that time which are 
calculated to disturb the usual order, 
and 
render more com])licated 
and 
difficult all data for forecasting the 
exact phenomena to be expected. 
On 
and about the 3d, a rise in tempera- 
ture M'ill pass eastward, beginning in 
the west about the 2d and 
reaching 
the Atlantic about the 4th and 5th. 
Storms and other electrical manifesta- 
tions out of the usual order, in 
the 
globe beneath and the sky above, need 
cause no surprise at 
this time, and 
from this time onward through the 
month. 
Under existing causes the 
temperature may not 
fall after the 
dates for secondary disturbances, 2d 
to 5 th, but if It should, about the 7th 
a very warm wave may be looked for, 
advancing from the west, which will 
spread over the whole country before 
its exit from our eastern coasts. 
This 
warm wave will result from the equi- 
nox of Venus central on the 8th, and 
the approach.'na; center of the earth's 
equinox on the 21st. 


' ' T h e period extends from about the 
(5th to 12th, thus embracing and rein- 
forcing the electrical and 
magnetic 
disturbances which reach an annual 
crisis on and about the n t h of Sep- 
tember. 
It must also be kept in mind 
that all the causes named above will 
be intensified by the prevailing equi- 
nox of the planet Saturn. 
W e m a \ , 
therefore, expect during the 
period 
extending from the 6th to the 12th, a 
phenomenally high temperature, and 
a highly excited condition of the elec- 
trical forces earth and sky, resulting 
either 
in 
dangerous 
cyclones 
and 
storms on sea and land, or in a pro- 
longed term of oppressively high tem- 
perature, ending in many and marked 
earthquake disturbances. 


" I f heavy storms, with much thun- 
der and lightning, occur about 
the 
danger days, 9th, loth and n t h , the 
temperature is almost sure to fall im- 
mediately after, almost to the frost or 
freezing point 
in northern 
sections. 
We incline to the prolonged hot and 
dry view of the case, running forward, 
perhaps, through the reactionary pe- 
riod, central on the 13th and 
14th, 
and ending about the time of the sun's 
passing our equator, in many earth- 
quake shocks, and celestial and mag- 
netic displays. 
A t the same time, it 
will be wise to watch for heavy storms 
and, in the event of their aj^pearance, 
to make all possible provision against 
low temperature and frost to the north- 
ward. 


" A regular storm period is central 
on the 20th, the moon on the 
same 
day reaching her ])osition between us 
and the sun, thereby adding much to 
all the disturbing causes mentioned at 
the last period and still in force. 
The 
forecasts and admonitions concerning 
the period, 7th to 
12th, will apply 
with added emi)hasis to the 
period, 
i S t h t o 23d. 
During these days the 
sun will pass to the south of our equa- 
tor, and all terrestrial forces, excited 
by an unusual blending of causes, M'ill 
rouse themselves up for the work of 
transferring the seasons to 
opposite 
ends of our world. 
Seas and coasts 
everywhere in 
the 
direction of our 
equator will be exposed to violent and 
dangerous storms. 


" A b o u t the winding up of the pe- 
riod, iSth to 23d, blasts of polar air 
will admonish us of the oncoming Au- 
tumn, and the need of wise and time- 
ly preparations for 
a 
hard 
winter. 
Some v e r y cool weather will attend and 
follow^ 
. ti bturbances about this time, 
Keactioj 
cy tendencies centering on 
the 26th, will bring higher tempera- 
ture and autumnal storminess. Anoth- 
er cool wave will follow up to about 
the 29th, when warmer weather and 
other storm indications will appear in 
the West, heralding the storms that 
M'ill pass across the continent during 
the first days of October."

FLAX MEAT4 POU CALVES. 


At the Iowa station experiments have 
been in progress todetenuine the feed- 
ing value of ground flaxseed for young 
calves. 
A bull and heifer calf of both 
Holstein ai>d Shorthorn breeds were 
choscn,the two bulls bcioijfed on whole 
milk, aud the two heifers on milk 
skimmed aftor being set tweWe hours, 
with as much fiaxseed as they could as- 
similate without scouring. 
These ex- 
periments lasted through throe months, 
the calves being weighed 0V017 fifteen 
days. 


The results indicate: 1. That a ration 
of «kim milk and ground flaxseed com- 
]>are favorably with a new milk ration 
for young calves—2, The skim milk and 
flaxseed meal fed calves were less in- 
terupted in their growth by weaning 
than were the whole milk calves—3. A 
saving value of butter fat alone at $1.11 
per month on each calf, was effected by 
substituting 
the ground 
flaxseed—4. 
The cost of producing a pound of gain, 
estimating new milk at 87^ cents per 
hundred pounds, skim 
milk at 
15 
cents per hundred pounds, grain 1 cent 
per pound,hay $5 per ton (the latter two 
being fed alike to both lots),and flaxseed 
meal 
cents i>er pound, was 7.6 cents 
per pound increase with the fresh milk 
ration, and only five cents with the skim 
milk ration. 
It seems, therefore, more 
economical to feed calves skim milk and 
flaxseed thin with whole milk»—Ameri- 
can Dairyman.

a broadcast dressing of three or four 
huodrod pounds of Peruvian guano per 
acre ehould be applied, as that fertilizer 
seeu^ to have an especially good eilect 
on the crop. 
By the addition of foui 
hundred pounds of guano, costing $15,, 
to the previous preparation, over three 
hundred thousand cucumbers to tho aero 
wore obtained, which is double tho- 
average yield. 
As tho crop was sold for 
§1.50 per thousand, the expenditure of 
$15 added nearly $200 to the prico re- 
ceived per acre. 


The cultivation required is to keep tho 
soil loose by frequent stirring until the 
vines cover tho ground. The main vines 
should be pinched at tho ends to keep 
them within bounds and encourage the 
growth of lateral branches, which a^-e 
the most prolific of fruit, as they bear 
chiefly pistillate blossoms, while those of 
tho main branches are mostly stamenato 
or barreu flowers. The fruit should bo 
gathered every morning as soon as it has 
reached the proper size, from two tc 
three inches in length. 


The principal enemies of the cucumber 
are licc, which prey upon the leav<a,and 
the strii>od beetle and its larvaj.

former may l>e -dealt with by picking o2 
the first infested leaves, by which the 
rapid spread of the pest may be pre- 
vented.

Tho Great Salt Desert of Asia. 
Some seventy odd miles south of Tehe- 
ran, in Persia, is a large tract of land 
known as the Great Salt Desert of Asia, 
and a wonder/ul curiosity it is.

At a distunco of about eight miles towards 
the centre it was necessary to employ the 
service of a large hamnier and an iron 
teat peg to break off a piece of this 
phenomenal incrustation to carry away as 
a souvenir,—Boston Cultivator, 


wanted, orteing spilled by a sudden 
movement of the calf; I never tried the 
liquid but once, and came near putting 
out an eye. 
Be careful not to get the 
stick potash on your fingers; wrap sev- 
eral thicknesses of paper or cloth around 
it. 


The dehorning of grown cattle is a 
simple process; takes but a few seconds 
if the cow is properly fastened, and I 
do not think it is very painful, for the 
cattle begin to eat as soon as the horns 
are oil, and cows do not shrink in their 
milk at all. 
I dehorned the first week 
in June a Holstein that was boss of the 
herd, and from being kept m a small lot, 
had become entirely too handy with her 
horns, opening gates and doors. 
Since 
her horns were taken ofl^ she has become 
a most proper and respectable cow; the 
smallest heifer in the herd makes her 
walk away from her feed, or drives her 
where slie pleases. 
The saw is much 
better, J think, than nippers; the latter 
is likely to crush the bone and prevent 
healing so quickly. 
The only applica- 
tion we made after sawing was to fill tho 
cavities with wheat flour, and although 
it was hot -weather and fly time, the 
wounds healed over in a few days,—

CROWING CüCüMCERS POR PICKLES» 
Wo do not suppose it would be pro- 
fitable for the great majority of farmers 
to undertake to grow cucumbers for 
pickles. 
Immense quantities ot these 
pickles are annually consumed, it is true; 
but it doesn't require a very largo area 
to grow an immense lot of cucumbers. 
Yet for farmers in a locality favorable for 
the purpose it might be worth while to 
make the trial, for the crop is a profita- 
ble ono when properly manaijed, yield- 
ing sometimes as high as §75 per acre 
above all expenses. 


TJie conditions most favorable to suc- 
cess in pickle-growing are nearness to a 
large city, or facility for disposing of 
the product in a freah state to a factory 
in wliich vegetables aro pickled either In 
salt or vinegar; or, in default of these, 
tho necessary appliances for pickling on 
the farm, for supplying the homo or dis-
